It was a parade 
strictly of children, from kindergarten to 
sixth grade, none bigger, all dressed as flow- 


ers—-tiny marigolds, taller irises and daffo- — 


dils, lilies, peppies and larkspurs. Realistic 
it was, too. There were also floats, Mother 
Goose pages, and a “Save the Wild Flowers” 
group from one school. And in and out 
among the flowers darted a tiny boy all in 
green, representing the Aphis-—-and pursu- 
ing him, a bigger lad dressed as a gardener, 


Fathers and mothers, uncles and aunts fol- 
lowed, as the Hamelin folk followed the chil- 
dren led by the Pied Piper, and later disap 
peared with them into Koppelberg Hill. 
But when their children vanished, these good 
folk of Redlands were left outside the door 
of the show. More fortunate, however, than 
the Hamelin oldsters, ten cents let them in, 
and in they went. 
Flower Show, a Flower Parade is charm- 
ing—but as a means of increasing atten- 
dance, it’s an inspiration of genius. 

For many growers, the Redlands show was 
a little ear!y—their irises were nowin bloom, 
wherefore some commercial exhibitors, who 
undoubtedly would have exhibited, were un- 
able to present their flowers.

- Dr. Stillman Berry exhibited fewer flowers 
than usual for the above reason--his flowers 
were not wholly out, but he showed some 
‘magnificent spikes, notably a new seed- 
ling——No. 225—a very deep violet, with splen- 
did stalk and leaf, and petals curiously 
crimped. Also he showed his last year’s 
prize seedling, now named “Osprey”—very 
lovely in form, and of a curious opal tint. 
Other of Dr. Berry's seedlings were present 
in fine form, grown by various exhibitors. 
Mrs. Clarence White showed a beautiful 
stalk of Mauna Loa, which is deep claret in 
tone.
